This bill would instead require the Public Utilities Commission, on
a biennial basis, to study and submit a report to the Legislature and the
Governor on the impacts of distributed generation, including clean
distributed energy resources, as defined, on the state’s distribution and
transmission grid.

 line 1 SECTION 1. Section 321.7 of the Public Utilities Code is
 line 2 amended to read:
